Californians 
Asked, To Defeat 
AB No. 839 

“Californians are treading 
on dangerous ground if they 
fail to literally rise in wrath 
against Assembly Bill 839, 
which passed the Assembly 
Wednesday,” said Dr. Gay¬ 
lord Parkinson, chairman of 
the California Republican 
State Central Committee in 
Los Angeles today. 

Parkinson was informed 
at Central Committee head¬ 
quarters that RepuMtaans 
voted in a block against 
AB 839 which sets up what 
the GOP leader calls a “pon¬ 
derous affidavit system in 
which the one who chal¬ 
lenges a voter’s qualifica¬ 
tions must swear he had 
read certain sections of the 
election code, then present 
that affidavit to the elec¬ 
tion board, which may or 
may not take action on it.” 

“Everyone who believes in 
honest elections, regardless 
of their party, should con¬ 
tact members of the Califor¬ 
nia Senate Elections Com¬ 
mittee and urge them to de¬ 
feat AB 839,” Parkinson said. 
“As explained to me by Ee- 
publican Assemblyman 
Charles Conrad and other 
legislators in Sacramento, if 
you absolutely knew that 
your next door neighbor was 
fraudently registered and not 
entitled to vote, you would 
be breaking the law if you 
challenged his qualifica¬ 
tions. Under this bill you are 
denied the right to challenge 
a voter for any reason. The 
only thing you can do is pre¬ 
sent this long affidavit a 
system which in effect de¬ 
stroys the challenge alto¬ 
gether and destroys a meth¬ 
od of assuring honest elec¬ 
tions, regardless of party.”

“Public employees until 
now have been a kind of 
forgotten stepchild in the 
labor movement. If, in the 
public interest, we elect not 
to exercise the right to strike 
for our needs, and if we are 
denied collective bargaining 
agreements as well as the 
right to take part in or-* 
ganized political activity af¬ 
fecting our employers, then 
our postjure is reduced to 
what might be called ‘col¬ 
lective begging.’ 

“We are taking steps to 
improve this ine q u i t y 
through legislation now 
pending in Sacramento. As¬ 
sembly Bill 2465, known as 
the ‘Public Employee Fact- 
Finding Bill,’ is now under 
consideration by the Assem¬ 
bly Committee on Civil Serv¬ 
ice and State Personnel. 

“A.B. 2465, backed by or¬ 
ganizations representing a 
million employees in Cali¬ 
fornia, would replace ‘collec¬ 
tive begging’ with a require¬ 
ment of good faith negotia¬ 
tion backed by third-party 
fact-finding and advisory 
arbitration in the event of 
disagreemet. 

“While the findings of the 
third-party mediator would 
not be binding, they would

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“The first step in property tax reform is to tighten 
various exemption loopholes,” State Sen. Thomas M. Rees, 
D-Los Angeles County, declared recently. 

“One thing to be remembered about tax exemptions 
Is that somebody is paying for those exemptions,” the 
Senator said. “In Los Angeles County, because of the few 
who escape taxes through exemptions, the owner of a 
typical $16,000 home, with a typical annual property tax 
bill of $350, is paying $25 to make up for the exempt.” 

Senator Rees said he is developing a tax reform pro¬ 
gram which will tighten “exemption loopholes.” He said 
the exemptions fall into three main categories, veterans, 
welfare and religious. 

The following statement was released by Sen. Rees: 

"Last November’s property tax revolt in Los Angeles 
County again underlined the fact that the tax burden 
of the average property owner is increasing. This is hap¬ 
pening because land, personal property and improvement 
taxes remain the primary source of income for our local 
governments, the largest amount going for education. 

"Most tax experts realize that action is necessary 
now to alleviate this increasing property tax burden, 
especially since the property tax is regressive in nature 
and hurts those most who are in lower and middle income 
brackets. I agree with these sentiments and and I am 
drafting a tax reform program which I believe can 
drastically relieve the tax burden on the average home- 
owner. 

“In recent years there has been a trend toward 
exempting more and more property from taxation. For 
example, property owned by any governmental entity, 
federal, state or local, is exempt from taxation. The situa¬ 
tion isn’t as bad in Los Angeles County as it is in some 
Northern California counties where as much as two- 
thirds of the property is government owned. 

“In Los Angeles County, after subtracting government 
owned property, nearly seven per cent of the remaining 
taxable property is exempt for one reason or another. 

"Largest factor is the $1,000 veterans tax exemp¬ 
tion for those veterans of World War I and II who have 
total property holdings assessed at less than $5,000. This 
exemption covers about $262 million worth of property in 
Los Angeles County which would otherwise yield $22 million 
in tax revenue. It means that those who do not qualify or 
do not wish to take the exemption are paying the $22 
million some veterans are escaping. 

“The next largest category of exemptions is for wel¬ 
fare including private schools, hospitals, housing projects, 
and various charitable institutions. In this category we 
are talking about property worth about $152 million in 
Los Angeles County which is exempted. 

“A third category of property tax exemptions is for 
religious organizations. Other exemption categories are 
more minor in impact. 

"In recent years the eligibility of property for one or 
another exemption has been expanded by court decisions.

“I am personally in favor of eliminating some property 
tax exemptions. I think the veterans exemption should be 
stopped because it is basically unfair. It isn’t based on need 
by the recipient, but merely on the fact that the recipient 
is a veteran. 

“The welfare exemption should be tightened up so 
as to include only that property which is really used for 
charitable purposes. We should establish more (lefinite 
criteria for judging whether an organization is truly in 
the work of charity or merely hiding under the broad tent 
of the welfare exemption to escape taxation. 

“Limiting and tightening up our property tax 
exemptions must be a priority during this 1965 Legislative 
Session in Sacramento. By spreading our property tax 
burden more fairly we can relieve the onerous burden 
which is being placed on the average homeowner.”

Governor Brown’s proposals for long overdue re¬ 
forms in the state’s unemployment insurance program 
should find a ready welcome in the legislature and among 
Californians generally.
